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: 1. Bishop Koscielski, the last GreckCatholic (Uniste) bishop, who lived in 

} Sovist Poland, was arrested on 24 June 1946 together with 30 members of his 
staff (all priests) in Prsenyi1, The bishop and the others protested but 
were taken away by violence to an unkown destination, 


2, Following this arrest, all Uniate churches in Soviet territories ¥ we closed 
to their clergy, Countries affected wera USSR, Poland, Latvia, Er tonia, end 
Lithuenie, 


3, The policy of not disturbing Roman-Catholic dignitaries still pre-ails, even 
among minor Soviet officials. 

4. Orthodox clergy belonging to the Awtocapheléng Susetan-Chureh are beginning to 
regard the Communist Party with nore favor, even in the Ukraine, Antic . ae 
religious :ropaganda by the Communists hes ceased entirely and pr.ests preach 
sermons to the effect that the Communist Perty as an “organizer of the war 
machine” hal as great a share in the victory as the Soviet Army itself, and 
that the Comunist Party is the precursor of Russia's national resurrection. 
The Avtocepalous Church, they state, cannot renein indifferent wha Holy 
Russia's fate is in the balance. Similar cordial relations with local 
Communist leadera are reported from Eastern Ukraine, Georgia, White-Russia, 
and the Hosa ww area, 


5. A new settlenent is expected batween State and Church, This will zot affect 
the present “legal” position of the Church, but will give it wore financial 
support through Comuunist Party local unite, 
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
